have affected every country on the face of the globe, 
Corsicana is rapidly gaining momentum on a powerful 
drive back to normalcy and even visible prosperity in the 
opinion of representatives of every phase of Corsicana 
and Navarro county business and economic life. 
- "Corsicana has found a solid foundation and is build- 
Ing. We have as good a community as there is in the 
great state of Texas, and there are no counties in the na- 
tion which will surpass ours, and few that will equal it," 
is the terse summary of one of Corsicana's financial lead- 
ers, a close observer of economic and agricultural condi- 
tions.

Much Readjustment. 


"During the past six months, 


both citizens and business men 
have done much to readjust their 
conditions. They have started liv- 
ing within their means, have re- 
adjusted their credit, prices have 
shown the effects of the readjust- 
ment, and for the most part con- 
ditions have reached the ebb and

upward," 
was 


George E. Jester's comment on 
conditions at the close of the first 
half of 1931, viewed from his post 
as president of the First State 
Bank of Corsicana. 


Continuing his observations, Mr. 


Jester pointed out that the farm- 
er has led others in readjusting 
himself. He has become almost 
independent for the first time in 
many years by raising a quantity 
of feed and food for his stock and 
family on his farm in addition to 
his cotton. Where the farmer used 
to come into town and leave money 
always, he is now in many

stances taking money home with 
him as he sells some of his ex- 
cess produce.

good. The banker ia also inter- 
ested in the efforts of the aver- 
age farmer to copy the methods 
of some of the outstanding suc- 
cesses of the county and commun- 
ity, and believes that if a real 
progressive 
farmer could be lo- 


cated in each school district and 
his 
neighbors 
follow 
his 
ex- 


ample, that within a short time, 
Navarro county would again be 
the land of milk and honey. 


Conditions on Upgrade 


Another banker, J. N. Edens, 


president of the First 
National 


Bank of Corsicana, asserted that 
he believed that conditions were 
once more on the upgrade, after 
a period of re-adjustment. 
He 


was openly optimistic of the fu- 
ture, and expressed every confi- 
dence in the ability of Corsicana 
and Navarro county to reach sat- 
isfactory conditions within a period 
of a few months.

I. N. Cerf, president of the State 


National 
Bank, 
sees a 
decided 


improvement in financial condi- 
tions in the city and county, and 
•with prospects of good yields in 
most crops, looks for even better 
conditions in the second half of 
the year. 


"Yes, we are much better off 


than we were on January 1, be- 
cause we have gotten down to 
solid rock and have started re- 
building on a saner scale. 
Al- 


though checking 
accounts 
are 


showing about a normal seasonal 
slump, 
savings 
accounts 
are 


mounting rapidly, just as 
they 


always do when economic condi- 
tions are unsettled," he said. 


Mr. Cerf also credited the farm- 


ers with making the most rapid 
recovery, pointing out that they 
had learned to live at home, were 
taking pride in the appearance of 
the homes, raising sufficient feed 
and food to make them virtually 
independent, 
cutting

costs, and making use of all avail- 
able labor on the farm in place 
of hiring all of the work done. 


Canning activities

la large scale, Mr. Cerf declared, 
saying that many of his clients 
had reported quantities of beef, 
pork, and chicken canned for the 
winter consumption.

As a whole the city and county 


are in good financial condition 
according to the financial leaders. 
While deposits are a little lower 
than a few months ago, the stock 
market is blamed for much of 
this, and any recovery of stocks 
and bonds will result in Increased 
deposits in (heir opinion. Only 
a very limited amount of Corsi- 
cana money has been withdrawn 
from 
local banks and

One banker called attention to 


the fact that postal savings ac- 
counts are rather small in Cor-

Deposits Are Large. 


According to the statements of 


the three banks in the city of 
Corsicana at the close of business 
on June 30, the total deposits on 
hand in round figures were sev- 
en and a quarter million dollars— 
all strictly home capital—without 
the excitement or high pressure 
activity of an oil boom or other 
phase of high-powered industrial 
development. 
Of this amount ap- 


proximately a million and a quar- 
ter dollar was in savings deposits 
—a cash reserve—that is equiva- 
lent to $62.50 per capita. 


Monthly debits to customers ac- 


counts of the Corsicana Clearing 
House Association, which includes 
all checks charged against cus- 
tomers accounts, are running ap- 
proximately thirty per cent be- 
hind the corresponding figures for 
1930 
but in this connection, mer- 


chants and bankers call attention 
to the fact that compared with 
the same time last year, the aver- 
age piece of merchandise is priced 
at about thirty-five per cent less, 
indicating that almost the ' same 
volume of merchandise is moving 
as a year ago. Measured In the 
purchasing power of the dollar 
and not in the number of dollars 
spent, Corsicana business is slight- 
ly better than holding its own for 
the year. 


The debit totals for the first 


six months of the two years fol- 


year is the rapid progress being 
made on its road systems..

While only the dump has be.en con- 
structed at this time, It is of such 
a nature and so maintained that 
it will be passable at almost all 
times of the year, preventing mid- 
winter isolation that has been a 
fact for many years past. 


The great number and extensive- 


ness of the road projects is a 
benefit 
to Corsicana 
in another 


way, since several hundred work- 
men are engaged in the respective 
sections, and this city is the na- 
tural market for them.

One of the greatest advantages 


of Corsicana is usually overlooked 
by the native son as he points out 
the landmarks and points of in- 
terest about his city is the fresh 
water 
supply 
which this 
city 


boasts. A large lake supplies Cor- 
sicana with water of exceptional 
purity at a cost well below the 
average of many towns of simi- 
lar size and larger. An 
ample 


water supply is available to Cor- 
sicana for a period of eighteen 
months' or longer should there be 
no rains sufficient to 
replenish 


the supply for that length of time. 


And at present, a purification 


and softening plant is under con- 
struction that will be the equal of 
any in the southwest and 
will 


place the Corsicana system among 
the outstanding units of the state. 
Few towns in Texas or the south- 
west are able to boast of an de- 
quate water supply, with a good 
purification 
plant, and adequate 


pumping and 
distributing facili- 


ties. 


A larger volume of merchandise

Not of The Russian Brand. 


At the outset, we ierceive vast 


differences between the Apostolic

alike contributed their all to the 
common

The vote was regarded as the 
first test between administration 
and

with prediction made by several 
members that no bill would re- 
ceive the necessary two-thirds vote 
to go into immediate effect. Un- 
less a bill receives two-thirds in 
each house, it does not become ef- 
fective until 90 days after the end 
of the session.

The Penitentiary at Santa Fe

as more suitable for the former 
cabinet member, now 70 years olc 
and ill. 


The selection was made 
after 
Justice Bailey of the Distrct of 
Columbia supreme court added a 
day to Fall's jail sentence of a 
year. This was doi. • to enable the 
attorney general to choose a pris- 
on other than the District of Co- 
lumbia jail, held by the former 
official's attorneys to be danger- 
ous to his health. 


As soon as a warrant for his 


commitment is sent to a United 
States marshal or the New Mexi- 
co prison, Fall is expected to en- 
ter the 
penitentiary. 


Convicted in October, 1929, of 


accepting 
a $100,000 bribe from 


his old friend, Edward L. Doheny, 
oil man. in connection with the 
leasing of the Elk Hills, California,
